THE LOOOHOOAN DIFFICULTY, 

Tlie Courier publishes the-following free 
translation of an Imperial Decree appearing 
in the Peking Gazette and dated the 2nd day 
of the 2nd Moon, (Murch 1st) — 


Upon reading the memorial presented by 
the suyy-li-yamén, some time since, 
having ‘reference to the Loochoo Islands 
case, we remember that at the same time 
the Government had ordored the Viceroys 
Li Hung Chang and Liu K’un-yi, and 
others, to carefully*consider this and report 
thereon’to the Throne. Now these two 
Governoys General. have answered our 
decree, and we can see very clearly what 
the answer means, In certain clauses con- 
cerning commerce, these never- appeared in 
the, Japanese treaty. But should these 
clauses havo reference to Enropean treatics, 
then the consideration of them can be de- 
ferred, for. these clauses are of secondary 
importance to us to the consideration of the 
Loochoo Islands. To China, the holding 
of the Loochdo Islands is of the greatest 
importance, and accordingly we’ give .at- 
tention only to that part of the report pre- 
sented to us. hy the Governors General 
which recommenda the division of the ‘is- 
lands into two ‘parts. ‘This is not worthy of 
our consideration, Now hereby thé Tsung- 
li-yaméu is. ordered to see the Japanese 
Minister so that the Loochoo.case maybe 
carefully considered. As scon as the- Loo- 
choo. case is settled, then its, commercial 
affairs can be easily arranged. Respect 
this. 


FIGHT BETWEEN SMUGGLERS. 

Two Chinamen arrived in Shanghai yes 
terday from Chapoo, suffering from serious 
injuries received in a contlict, amongst 
smugglers on Saturday last (27th). They 
came to the Gutzlatf Hospital, in the 
Ningpo Road, which is under the superin- 
tendence of Br Jamicson, at the expense of 
awealthy Chinaman at Chapoo, whe had 
heard of the reputation of the Hospital and 
of the ‘skill. of . Western. medical practi- 
tionera. ‘Their injuries, which aro of a 
revolting nature, hav been inflicted with 
the utmost barbarity, the detailed cireum- 
stances in connectiun with which we have 
been unable to ascertain. But. from the 
information we have received from. qués- 
tions put to the men themselves, it would- 
appear that Chapoo, which. is a town on 
the Hangchow Bay, is the rendezvotis of 
gangs of salt smugglers, who ply their voc 
tion openly and are too’ strong for 
interference of the local mandarins ahd 
their soldiers. When not intarfered with, 
they are kindly. disposed to.the populace 
and: well behaved, fraternisihg. ever 
with the soldiers of the yaméns. . But,they 
occasionally have foction . fights among 
themselves, which are. desperate -affrays, 
and. it wis on one of these occasious. that
